Similarly, in Tuolumne County, Lo¬ 
cal 2190 of the Carpenters Union in 
Sonora voted to donate the labor for 
construction of five pre-fabricated 
posts. Plans for the posts as well as a 
complete model of the 10-foot tower¬ 
like structures, were developed by the 
local Civil Defense office under direc¬ 
tion of Harry Hall, operational area 
Civil Defense coordinator. 

Costs of the individual posts were 
estimated at about $235 per unit, for 
which the county board of supervisors 
made an appropriation of $1,000 as a 
“starter.” 

City Council Helps 

In Concord, site of one of Contra 
Costa County’s 11 observation posts, a 
20-foot tower with a glass-enclosed 
“dog-house” stands in the city ballpark 
as monument to the public spirit and 
patriotism of the town’s citizens. “The 
House That Many Jacks Built,” as it 
has become known locally, had its in¬ 
ception in City Council action which 
provided the space for the tower and 
an appropriation of $150 for materials. 

To this was added $305 contributed 
by local merchants and private citizens 
and 250 man-liours of labor given by 
Local 204G of the AFL Carpenters 
Union. The end result is an efficient, 
comfortable vantage point from which 
volunteers are maintaining their 24- 
hour watch as a link in the nation¬ 
wide chain of “Operation Skywatch." 


Initiative, patriotism and generosity 
are combining forces in many parts of 
California today to find solutions to 
vexing problems of housing volunteer 
skywatchers in suitable shelters. 

On July 14 the U. S. Air Force 
ordered activation of the Ground Ob¬ 
server Corps on 24-hour duty in 27 
states to “plug the holes” in the Na¬ 
tion’s radar screen against sneak enemy 
attack. Since then the enrollment of 
volunteers and the provision of suit¬ 
able posts for them have presented 
difficult situations. 

Housing No. 1 Need 

Obviousiy, the cooperative house¬ 
holder who donated his front porch or 
living room for use of the skywatchers 
on part-time duty could not be asked to 
do so on a ’round-the-clock basis. Nor 
could the volunteers who donate their 
time to scan the skies be expected to 
perform their duties on some bare, un¬ 
protected hilltop. 

In many cases, existing building 
space, some with slight modifications 
or alterations, was donated by local 
firms, business groups and city and 
county jurisdictions for use as observer 
posts. In many other spots throughout 
the State, however, it was obvious that 
unless some sort of building or shelter 
were provided, there just wouldn’t be 
any ground observer post in necessary 
locations. 

The horns of the dilemma have been 
seized and given a deft twist in various 


directions by those who have recog¬ 
nized the seriousness of the problem. 

In Placer County, which by no means 
could be classed as a likely target area, 
officials have realized the vital role 
their observation posts play in giving 
advance warning of possible attack to 
urban communities far to the south. 

When it was determined that pro¬ 
vision could be made in certain exist¬ 
ing structures at four of the seven 
designated observation sites, E. E. 
Burnett, county supervisor of the GOO, 
and George Bradlein, Civil Defense 
Coordinator, took the problem of the 
other three shelters to the county 
supervisors. This body, under the chair¬ 
manship of J. B. Paolini, assigned the 
task to Howard Gower, the county 
maintenance superintendent, and ap¬ 
propriated the necessary funds for him 
to build three observation posts “from 
the ground up.” 

$390 Cost Per House 

Mr. Gower designed and built three 
pre-fabricated units in the county 
maintenance shops which two men 
could truck out to the post sites and 
assemble in two or three hours. A 
unique feature of the units is their con¬ 
struction in such a manner as to permit 
salvage of the material for other use 
should the corps become deactivated. 
The three units, built and installed at 
a total cost of $390 each, are already 
in full-time use.

For years many Sierra Madreans have driven out of town to 
shop because of inadequate parking space here. West Arcadia has 
several large stores built around a very large parking lot. When 
CORONET shopping center is built there will be, presumably, ample 
and convenient parking space. 

You have an immediate problem of facilities for factory per¬ 
sonnel. 

Colonel Gildart, associate Civil Defense director, says: "Ade¬ 
quate off-street parking would facilitate traffic control in case of 
an air raid. Clear streets would facilitate debris clearance." 

Cooperation of all Sierra Madre is needed to progress from 
the present storage of many cars at the downtown curbs, by some 
merchants, some factory and store personnel and others. We have 
the hour parking law but inadequate police personnel to entorce 
it legally. 

The consensus of the nation's traffic safety engineers is that 
parallel parking is essential to the public safety on streets the width 
of ours. Complete public knowledge of this matter should be spea.- 
headed by our City Council. 

Cost of a completely adequate program, for a safe (from the 
standpoint of accidents, to pedestrians or cars, stemming from 
angle parking) an adequate program for a safe and convenient 
downtown shopping center need work no hardship on merchant or 
homeowner. A breakdown will be given. 

# * * 

Purchase of municipally owned parking lots cannot safely be 
left any longer. The few remaining properties can be purchased for 
private use at any time. 

Space furnished by individual stores serves, principally, their 
own customers and can be withdrawn at any time. 

The parking lot, on Sierra Madre boulevard, ov/ned by the 
Bank of Sierra Madre, has served Safeway well and given genera! 
parking space to many. Unfortunately, although this lot has been 
a great convenience, it has lulled the city for several irreplaceable 
years. 

There is precedent tor a public spirited relinquishment, of this 
lot, to the city at a fair valuation. 

RECOMMENDATION IS MADE FOR MUNICIPAL PUR¬ 
CHASE OF: 

Parking lot owned by Bank of Sierra Madre. 

Present capacity, of seventy-six (76) cars, can be aug¬ 
mented by surfacing rear of lot. 

Property back of the City Hall, bounded by Auburn Ave¬ 
nue, by Montecito Court running east and west, and by 
easement at rear of houses on west side of Windsor Lane. 
One hundred and ninety (190) feet by two hundred 
(200) would park about one hundred and twenty-five 
(125) cars. 

Millard property, Court appraised at eight thousand 
(8000) dollars, sixty (60) by one hundred and fifty (150) 
feet, would take about thirty (30) cars but there are traffic 
hazards. 

West end of Pacific Electric right-of-way should be taken, 
either for a fine Sierra Madre hospital or for a badly 
needed parking lot. 

Council is urged to contact Dr. George Groth Jr. 
without delay. East end of right-of-way would be ideal 
for personnel parking in this factory district. 

Gas Company lot, on East Montecito, could serve as a 
badly needed parking lot if west end of right-of-way is 
to have a hospital. Otherwise this lot should augment 
either customer or personnel parking space. 

Doctor Woehler's property on South Baldwin. 

Without corner space would accommodate about 
seventy (70) cars. 

Property south of Sierra Madre boulevard and just west of 
Baldwin should be purchased in sufficient area to accom¬ 
modate factory personnel both present and future. Ade¬ 
quate easements should be titled to the City. Rear prop¬ 
erty, going west to the Bank lot, would be ideal for mer¬ 
chants' cars, etc., etc., but is the least attractive, psycho¬ 
logically, for shoppers' use.

dollars would pay about three dollars a year for twenty years. Homes 
which would sell for five thousand would pay about thirty-five cents 
a year, for twenty years. These figures give a rough idea, only, 
because of the variance in market values and between market and 
assessed values. No allowance has been estimated for surfacing 
and upkeep. 

* * * 

Mr. _ Neale's office pays up to one hundred dollars ($100) 
several times a week for angle parking accidents. A serious acci¬ 
dent occurred a few years ago when a car backed into a cross walk 
in the evening. The "ictim was in the hospital for some time, and 
has been in poor health since. People say that that was only one 
accident. How many do they require? 

I quote from a letter to the Council from the Chief of Police 
dated July Seventh (7): 

"With respect to the parking problem I call your attention 
to section five eighty-eight (588) of the California Vehicle Code 
which requires (with exceptions) that vehicles parked on the 
roadway be parked parallel to the curb. Sub-section (c) pro¬ 
vides that local authorities (except as to state highways) may, 
by ordinance permit angle parking. * * * Attention is 
directed specifically to the attached photographs, * * * which 
i ustrate law violations and were not posed for purposes of 
illustration. Driving to the left of a double line is no less haz- 
ardous by reason of the fact that the driver may have had no 

l ij C L OI< i e ' , , an enforc ement standpoint, Court citations 
should be issued where the violation is observed, even though 
it was induced by the right half of the street being blocked 
by a parked truck. I respectfully submit to the City Council 
that this condition cannot be ignored and must be remedied, 
it not by parallel parking then by some other method as yet 
undetermined.

lect license fees from out-of- 
town businesses operating in 
Sierra Madre; 

(2) By creating a parking dis¬ 
trict somewhat similar to the 
lighting district formed a year 
or so ago, with the cost as¬ 
sessed on a front-foot basis; 

(3) By establishing a general 
sales tax; or 

(4) that a bond issue be 
placed before the voters of Si¬ 
erra Madre. It was noted, re¬ 
garding this fourth suggested 
way, that it "would be by far 
the most difficult to achieve at 
this particular time.” 

Another, so-called “minority 
report” was presented to the 
City Council Tuesday by Jessie 
E. Dunning, one of the original 
members of the parking com¬ 
mittee. 

Miss Dunning also cited the 
need for the purchase of muni¬ 
cipally-owned parking lots, not¬ 
ing that “for many years Sierra 
Madreans have been driven out 
of town to shop because of in¬ 
adequate parking space here.” 

In her report, she recom¬ 
mended the municipal purchase 
of the Bank of Sierra Madre’s 
lot; property back of the City 
Hull; the Millard property; the 
west end of the Pacific Electric 
right-of-way “either for a fine 
Sierra Madre hospital or badly- 
needed parking lot;” the Gas 
Company lot; Dr. J. Woeliler’s 
property on S. Baldwin; and 
property south of Sierra Madre 
boulevard and west of Baldwin. 

“Some feel that the down¬ 
town merchants should bear 
the entire cost of downtown 
parking lots,” Miss Dunning 
stated. “But there is space 
needed for drivers transacting 
business at City Hall, as well 
as for factory personnel, and 
for the public safety.” 

Miss Dunning proposed a 
“fifty-fifty” method of financ¬ 
ing offstreet lots, with mer¬ 
chants repaying the city treas¬ 
ury for half, and property own¬ 
ers repaying the other half. 

(Complete text of Miss Dun¬ 
ning's report is published in 
paid space on page 4 of this 
week’s NEWS.) 

The City Council referred 
botli reports to its committee as 
a whole, and Mayor Henry 
Korsmeier said a public hear¬ 
ing would be held on the park¬ 
ing situation “when the coun¬ 
cil is ready to report on them.”

protection. Experts point out 
that children are subject to in¬ 
dividual variations in develop¬ 
ment. Here are some pointers 
for "special” problems. 

1. Is your child large for 
his age? The strength of the 
foot may lag behind his size. 
This youngster will need 
lighter weight shoes than the 
average child of his age. 

2. Your child may be small 
for his age. His bones and 
muscles will be developed to 
a maturity in excess of his 
size. He should be supplied 
with sturdy shoes. 

3. A chubby girl or boy has 
a predisposition to “weak 
feet” because of the strain 
of extra weight which is in 
excess of their age-develop¬ 
ment. 

4. An underweight or wiry 
child may have a long bony 
foot whose ligaments tend to 
looseness and flaccidity. Such 
feet elongate very easily and 
it is very important to meas¬ 
ure size of shoes in a stand¬ 
ing position. To assure good 
heel-to-ball fit, make sure 
that the break of the shoe 
comes exactly at the big toe 
joint of the foot. 

Adults who suffer discomfort 
with their feet will derive sur¬ 
prising relief and improvement 
from foot adjustments which 
are given in our office. Shoes 
which have lost their shape not 
only hurt the pride of the one 
who wears them; they hurt his 
health also.—Adv.

City Has 2681 
Dwelling Units, 

Census Reveals 

A new analysis of the special 
census taken last spring dis¬ 
closes that the total population 
living in occupied dwelling 
units in Sierra Madre was 7567. 

This figure excludes persons 
living in places such as insti¬ 
tutions, rooming houses and 
hotels, according to the Bureau 
of the Census, Department of 
Commerce. The number of oc¬ 
cupied dwelling units in Sierra 
Madre on May 20, 1952, was 
2681, with an average of 2.82 
persons per occupied dwelling 
unit. 

I'he special census, which 
was taken at the request and 
expense of the City of Sierra 
Madre, revealed that the total 
population here was 7769, of 
which 7688 were white persons 
(3601 males and 4087 females), 
and 81 were nonwhite (45 
males and 36 females). 

The total figure represents an 
increase of 496, or 6.8 per cent, 
over the 7273 inhabitants listed 
on April 1, 1950.
